They 
support wonderful forestry schools, 
which train the peasants in many arts. 
They are "all taught music from child- 
hood to old age. They make inexpen- 
sive violins from the old wood of their 
lovely, perfect forests. Nearly every- 
one owns and plays a violin. Music 
is near and dear to all. Dvorak's 
themes are from the gloriously sweet 
notes of the wonderful song birds of 
these forests. Purity of tone means 
much to these peasants, and the accur- 
acy of construction of the violins pro- 
duces only pure ami lovely tones. The 
children in school all sing, the young 
men and maids are well trained in mu- 
sic during their most receptive age. 
Grandparents, parents and children 
play togeter. 

They have many orchestras and give 
concerts :jid dances. Polk songs found- 
ed on legends of the old castles fur- 
nish many an evening's entertainment. 
Sculpture, painting, literature and mu- 
sic are created there, but we never hear 
of them. Tin* President, Professor 
Masaryr., has an American wife, so we 
hope to know more of this art in the 
future. 

Mrs. Wood gave a review of Drink- 
waler's "Abraham Lincoln" now be- 
ing played at the Broad Street Theatre 

Airs, liatchelor read from one of dohn 
Burroughs' writings. 

Miss Campbell entertained the Club 
by her delightful talk on 4i Songs of 
My Youth." First she told of Scotch 
and Irish songs her mother sang, then 
of London ballads. Schooldays brought 
morals ami sentiment into tho bal- 
lads. Big brother's nonsense in time 
was followed by a period of tearful 
and luguborious songs. She learned all 
the national airs and words.

FLY CAMPAIGN PROGRESSES. 

A Fly Inspector has been engaged 
by the General Fly Campaign Commit- 
tee of the Main Line, and the Hoards 
of Health of Lower Me Hon, Haver ford, 
ami Kadnor, and the Eorough of Xar- 
berth, will give him the authority of a 
Deputy. His duty will be to enforce 
the regulations of the respective 
Hoards in ridding the entire section of 
fly breeding places. 

Mr. W. A. Maxwell, the Fly Inspect- 
or, will follow up the reports of the 
Inspection Committees, which are on 
the lookout in each section from Over- 
brook to Piioli for places where Hies 



will breed. These are reported to the 
otliee of the Suburban Association, and 
then Mr. Maxwell sees to it that every- 
thing is done to eliminate the nuis- 
ance. 

The Committees are reporting hearty 
co-operation on the part of everybody, 
and the Committees feel that it will 
only be necessary to call attention to 
the breeding places in order to have 
them cleaned up. However, if any are 
negligent of the health of others by 
refusing to remedy any nuisance, the 
Fly Deputy will have the full authority 
of all the Hoards of Health, as well as 
the Stare Department of Health, to 
compel action. 

The storekeepers are co-operating 
heartily, especially where food is ex- 
posed for sale. They realize that the 
ily fills up his body with liquid predi- 
gested food and then flies around look- 
ing for a place to light. As he does he 
regurgitates all he had absorbed, and 
then tries to reabsorb it. In no in- 
stance does he succeed in getting it all 
back. If he lights on food, milk bot- 
tles, the nipple of a baby's milk bottle, 
and every other place, he leaves deadly 
germs of typhoid, diarrhea, enteritis, 
cholera, dysentery, paratyphoid, fever, 
parasitic infections and other disorders. 

Dr. Kd ward Martin, Commissioner of 
Health, states that this is very largely 
the reason for the death rate of in fa ids 
taking a leap upward during the sum- 
mer. 

The inspector will ask all the dealers 
in food supplies to carry out the regu-
